| Whilſt thus the Chriſtians of the Firſt Ages took care to ſhine as 
Lights i in the World, and to adorn the Doctrine of God their Saviour 
in all Things, great and glorious Effects were viſible from it: Men 
from admiring were ſoon induced to imitate ſuch illuſtrious Examples, 
to break thro the Prejudices of Nature and Education, to renounce 
the Errors, in which they had been long entangled, and the Vices 


they long had practiſed, to embrace a Religion that effectually taught

How this comes to paſs, 
and why we do not practiſe thoſe Rules with that Punctuality and 
Zeal, with which They did, ſeeing the Duty, the Motives, the 
Obligations, remain the Gans why, I fay, we do not perſeyere in 
that Religion now with that Ardour and Affection when we may do 
it with Safety and Security, which They maintained in ee 
in Perils, in Diſtreſſes of every Kind, neither the Time allotted to 
theſe Diſcourſes, nor the Regard due to the Occaſion of this Solem- 
nity, will permit me to enquire ; 9 perhaps it might not be ſo 
difficult as ſhameful to diſcover. 


But there is one Particular, in which many of the preſent Chinn, 
tion ſo notoriouſly tranſgreſs the Duty of glorifying their God and 
Saviour, that it ought not to be paſſed over, and which, by the 
powerful Influence of Example, is of ſo pernicious and fatal a 
Tendency towards deſtroying the yery Being of Chriſtianity, that 
the Guilt and Danger of it ſhould, upon every . be ex- 
poſed. #0.

Purity of our inward Affections— Of all Kinds of Rebellion againſt

Againſt our manifold 10 indiſpenſable Obligations to this Duty in 
general, no Objection can be made. — About the Manner of diſ- 
charging one very conſiderable Part of it, viz. Bounty to the Poor, 
Doubts and Scruples may and do ariſe even in the Interpretation of 


Scripture itſelf. 


For Inſtance :' In the Exerciſe of this Virtue our Lord in another 
Part of this excellent Sermon on the Mount commands his Diſciples, 
to be modeſt and ſecret, not to let their Left Hand know what their 
Right Hand does. A Command, which may at firſt ſeem to con- 
tradict the Rule laid down in my Text, and to prohibit all public 
Charities. But if we conſider either the Nature of the Thing, or 
the Words themſelves, we ſhall ſoon perceive, that it is not the 
Action, but the ſelfiſh and vain-glorious Motive, which our Saviour 
there condemns. Public and private Charities (as well as Prayers) 
have each of them their proper Uſe and Seaſon, and may, nay muſt 
both of them be practiſed by us; for both are injoined by our Lord. 
By our private Bounty we may be better able to aſſure ourſelves 
of the Purity and Sincerity of our Intention to approve ourſelves 

thereby to God rather than to Man. And for this, He who ſeeth in 

ſecret will in his ave Time reward us openly. —On theſe Occaſions,

tho” the Hand remain Uses and unknown, yet the Bounty 5 | 
deſcend upon our poor diſtreſſed Brethren like the refreſhing Dews,

Nature and Religion patronize every Inſtance of Diſtreſs ; but they 
moſt powerfully befriend that deepeſt of all Diſtreſſes, Sickneſs in 
Poverty. Sickneſs itſelf will excite Compaſſion, tho alleviated by 
every Comfort and Advantage of Wealth. How much ſtronger a_ 
Sympathy then muſt ariſe at the Sight or Idea of Sickneſs embitter dE | 
by Poverty!

Diſtreſſes of poor married Women with Child, will recommend it 
to the Aſſiſtance and Contribution of thoſe whom Humanity 0 or Re- 
ligion inſpire with Benevolence. ; 
This Hoſpital conſiſts of two convenient Houſes adjoining to each. 
other, in an airy Situation, It was firſt inſtituted in Auguſt, 1745, 
for the Relief of Sick and Lame; and in 7uly 1747, an additional 
Provifion was made for the Reception of Lying-in Married Women. 
The Qualification of a Governor of this Charity is an annual 
Subſcription of Three Guineas : Which 40% intitles the Subſcriber to 
recommend, and have in the Houſe, at one Time, either one Sick 
or Lame Patient, and one Lying-in Woman, and Out-Patients. A 
Subſcription of Five Guineas per Annum intitles the Subſcriber to 
recommend one Sick or Lame In-Patient, Out-Patients, and one 
Lying-in Woman. A Subſcription of Thirty Guineas at one Pay- 
ment, conſtitutes the Subſcriber a Governor 2 Life, with the laſt 
mentioned Privilege. Contributions of lefler Sums than Three Guineas 
per Annum, are thankfully received, and intitle the Contributors to 


recommend one Sick or Lame In-Patiant, and one Out- Patient at 


the ſame time. 
A Committee of the Governors (appaictad Quarterly). meet at the 


Hoſpital every Tueſday, at Ten of the Clock, to receive and diſ- 


charge Patients; and to tranſact the other neceſſary Buſineſs of the 
| Houfe, where every Governor, tho' not of the Committee, has a Right 
to be preſent, and his Attendance is received as a Favour, A Report 
of their Proceedings is made to the General Court held every Quarter, 
where the Reſolutions of this Committee are approved or rejected. 

The Phyſicians viſit the Patients every Tueſday, Thurſday, and Sa- 
furday, and on intermediate Days, when particular Caſes _—_ it, 
The Surgeons attend every Day. 

Patients are admitted on a Letter of Recommendation 5 a Go- 
vernor or 9 ho may recommend ah and have 
15 3 
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Out- Patients upon the Books, according to the Regulations above 
mentioned. And when In- Patients are recommended, and there is 
not Room in the Houſe to receive them, they are put on the Liſt to 
be admitted on the firſt Vacancy, and in the mean time are pre- 
ſcribed for as Out-Patients. No Security is required for Burial. 
All Accidents are admitted without Recommendation. Tueſday 
being the Day appointed for the Admiſſion of Patients, they are ex- 
| pected to be at the Hoſpital, with their Recommendations, at Ten 
of the Clock, The Phyſicians and Surgeons meet every Saturday, at 
Twelve of the Clock, at the Hoſpital, where they give Advice gratis 
to all ſuch diſeaſed Poor who ſhall come, tho' unrecommended, and 
require it. 1 
The Beds appointed for the Reazpion of Lying-in Women, are on 
a ſeparate Floor from the Wards uſed for Sick and Lame. And that 
Ladies may conveniently viſit the Lying- in Patients without being 
incommoded with the Sick and Lame, there are diſtinct Stair-Caſes 
leading to the ſeparate Wards; the Lying-in Ward having no Com- 
munication with thoſe of the Sick, and Lame. Married Women 
only are admitted (in the laſt Month of theic Pregnancy) after they 


have been examined by the Weekly-Board, and of their producing _ 
an Affidavit, made before a Juſtice of the Peace, of the Time. and N 7 


Place of their Marriage, and of the Settlement of the Huſband, with 
the Manner the ſaid Settlement was obtained, whether by Birth, Ser- 
vitude, or otherwiſe. And that this uſeful Branch of the Charity, 
the Midwifery Ward, may be made every way beneficial, and not 
liable to any Objection, no Pupils will be admitted; the Whole being 
under the Direction of Dr. CY Dogglas, Phyfician, and Man- 
Midwife. |
